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A New Fulbright Resolution 


There was considerable alarm and 


criticism when President Johnson ordered 
three military planes and 150 men to the 
Congo to help repel the latest crop of 
rebels in that country. Congressmen espe- 
cially were critical and questioned what 
sort of commitment the United States, had 
to the government of General Mobutu. 
Conversely, when the Middle East war 
broke out, a lot of Americans thought the 
United States should immediately come to 
the aid of Israel. 


This confusion over exactly what are 


our responsibilities around the world is 
demonstrated especially in Vietnam where 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk says we 
belong because of the SEATO pact. The 
fear that we may be spread dangerously 
thin in our efforts to maintain peace has 
brought about a proposed congressional 
resolution. 


The resolution was introduced by Sena- 


tor William Fulbright, the most vociferous 
critic of our Vietnamese adventure. But he 
has been joined by both hawks and doves, 
Republicans and Democrats in the Senate. 
The resolution asks that both legislative 
and executive approval be won before the 
United States becomes committed to a 
foreign policy. 


Constitutionally both the executive and 


legislative branches of our government 
have responsibility for foreign affairs. 
While the President is Commander in 
Chief, only Congress can declare war and is 
also supposed to regulate commerce with 
foreign nations. The President 
makes 


treaties but they must be ratified by a two- 
thirds vote of the Senate. The House of 
Representatives also in theory has a role in 
treaties since appropriations must orginate 
in that body but it has never refused to 
vote funds for the execution of treaties. 


However, at various times in our history 


the executive prerogative in establishing 
foreign policy has been widely used. A 
favorite device is the executive degree. 
President 
Roosevelt expanded its use 


before World War II but the executive 
prerogative had been recognized by Alex- 
ander Hamilton although his argument, 
ironically enough, was that "if ...

The Wild Rivers Bill 


A bill to create a national wild rivers 


system has been approved by the Senate by 
a-48 to 0 vote. And while this is a 
significant victory for Senator Nelson and 
other sponsors of the measure, the cam- 
paign is yet far from over, for action in the 
House is not expected until the next session 
of the 90th Congress.

Harbor. 


President Johnson has relied to some 


extent upon the unfortunate Congressional 
resolution of 1964 giving him authority to 
do anything necessary to protect our 
interests in Vietnam. As Commander in 
Chief, he has undisputed constitutional 
authority to deploy troops anywhere in the 
world. But while the Senate ratified the 
SEATO pact, us current, interpretation has 
been strictly that of the Department of 
State. And it should be of concern to the 
members of Congress exactly what sort of 
interpretations the executive department 
puts upon our various agreements around 
the world. While President Truman sent 
massive aid to Greece to repel Communists 
and President Eisenhower sent American 
troops to Lebanon, no President in history 
has expanded the use of a handful of 
American military advisors to half 
a 


million men as has President Johnson in 
Vietnam. 


The threat of American force, more- 


over, is in a sense wiped out if that force 
really has to be committed. The main 
purpose of the Strategic Air Command in 
Europe is to deter war, not to fight it. The 
latest figure of the number of troops 
needed to pacify Vietnam was given by an 
American official as eight million. Clearly, 
hurting as we are now for adequate 
military forces for the war abroad and the 
one in our streets, any other commitments 
to foreign nations must be carefully 
scrutinized. 


Senator Fulbright will conduct hearings 


on his proposed resolution and one of the 
first asked to testify is Secretary Rusk. 
Certainly at the very least the United 
States Senate should find out exactly what 
commitments we now have and what 
exactly they mean to the executive depart- 
ment of our government.

Legislative Management 


• Again the 
leadership 
of the 
state 


legislature is discussing a plan for the 
establishment of a kind of management 
service that would accommodate the grow- 
ing housekeeping chores of the Senate and 
Assembly as their members confront a 
larger volume of work than did any of their 
predecessors. 


These columns observed two years ago 


that anything that the legislature can do to 
make its operations more efficient should 
be done, and we suggested at the time that 
it would have public support. 


Thus it is not entirely clear why the 


proposition that was originally presented 
by Sen. Knowles and others among the 
legislature's principal men has been allow- 
ed to lie dormant so long. Surely it is not 
such a difficult task to write a bill that 
would centralize everyday management 
tasks in the Senate and Assembly, to 
permit the men elected as representatives 
to concern themselves with policy matters 
rather than the trivia of bill printing, 
stationery inventories, the hiring of clerks 
and pages, and the rest. 


The framework was provided, as we see 


it. when the legislature in a 1965 act 
transferred the independent state office of 
state auditor and took it under its own 
wing. Since that time a temporary auditor 
has been at work. 


Interviews have been held with candi- 


dates for the permanent appointment, but 
the Committee on Legislative Organization 
which has the hiring power has apparently 
not yet found the man it wants for what is 
potentially one of the most important 
offices in the state government. 


The committee should make that ap- 


pointment decision as a first order of 
business. Then it can get at the job of 
setting up a housekeeping bureau, as a 
division of the auditing department. 


Traditionally the legislature has han- 


dled its internal affairs in a way that it 
would not tolerate in any administrative 
branch. Clerical and other employes work 
for long periods without supervision during 
the interims of legislative recess. Commit- 
tee chairmen, chief clerks in the respective 
houses, and the sergeants at arms, handle 
their own personnel recruiting, not always 
with an emphasis upon the most compe- 
tent. 


Sen. Knowles, the Senate president, 


maintains that the legislative branch can- 
not preserve, or re-establish, its coequal 
status with the executive and judicial 
branches unless it improves its internal 
operations. We tend to agree. But we 
wonder why he and his colleagues who 
have been sounding this theme for a couple 
of years have not resolved to get at the task 
they have so clearly defined. 


LBJ and Campaign Financing 


There are those of the President's 


constituents who remember the stories 
about his oun President's Club members 
and their contributions of large sums to his 
political campaign in 1964. They may find 
Mr. Johnson less than consistent when he 
asks the United States Congress to reform 
the campaign financing laws of the country 
which a parade of competent and indepen- 
dent critics have warned are breeding 
national scandals. The Dodd case is perhaps 
the best known, but there is no political 
reporter in the country who would venture 
that his experience was a singular one. 


Yet the President's proposal deserves 


thoughtful consideration by all citizens who 
prize free elections and election controls 
intended to preserve the integrity of the 
voting piocess. 


Mr. Johnson asks, for example, for the 


financing of (he major costs of presidential 
campaigns from the federal treasury. 


First popular reaction to such a plan 


will almost surely be skeptical, if not 
antagonistic. The idea that the taxpayers 


should bear the cost of publicity and travel 
and the hundreds of other budget items in 
modern campaigning, and to subsidize an 
aspirant many of them intend to oppose 
when they enter the polling booth, will not 
be easy for the rank and file of Americans 
to accept. 


The President has acknowledged that 


the problem of preserving honest candi- 
dates in an era of exploding campaign 
disbursements is even more vital in the 
lesser competitions, for congressional, state 
and 
local elections, and 
the primary 


elections held in most states to nominate 
the party candidates. 


Yet the problem is perhaps more real 


there than in presidential elections, for in 
many a local nomination contest of our own 
experience the financial capacity of the 
victor was visibly more important than his 
program, competence, personality, record 
or other normally pertinent considerations. 
In the last quarter of a century of a gradual 
realignment of our own Wisconsin political 
party system, the. state has witnessed a

is the same as it is in the newspaper, and I have remarked 
to you before that the purpose of the editorials in The 
Post-Crescent is to challenge you to do your own thinking 
on current events. None of us who write the editorials 
believe that we are wiser than our fellow men. We may 
do more reading in some of these fields because it is our 
business to do so. We may be closer observers of the 
passing parade, again because our profession trains us as 
observers. Therefore we may be able to pass on to you 
information which you have missed, or thoughts which you 
might not have considered. But the last thing we expect 
is that all of you are going to agree with our opinions.

cano, the Anglo, the gringo. 


Within the large barrios are 


neighborhoods with their own 
names—"Dog Town," "Happy 
Valley"—in w h i c h teen-age 
gangs, having almost nothing, 
work hard to boost the image 
of neighborhood 
superiority. 


Some gangs have existed for 
decades; the 
founders are 


grandfathers now1, the grand- 
sons members. Some gangs 
are social and actually con- 
structive; some exist to fight 
each other, or attack Negroes 
from South Los Angeles. 


In June of 1943, gangs of 


teen-age Mexican - Americans 
in Happy Valley started what 
are remembered as the "zoot- 
suit riots." U.S. servicemen not 
on the war front were mobiliz- 
ed against them. 


The riots spelled out this for 


many Mexican-Americans for 
the first time they reali/.ed 
that though they were Cauca- 
sian, they were in some ways 
regarded 
with a prejudice 


there as overt as that against 
Negroes. B u t the Chicanos 
found in themselves something 
to brag about: a legitimate 
claim on the heritage of two 
great cultures. What frustrates 
them still is their feeling that 
the dominant Anglo society 
evidently can't see what's so 
fine about that. 


Of those who are able, many 


scrap their Mexican identity to 
cash in on the profitable half 
of their bicultural claim. They 
pay for this. Chicanos who 
refuse to "go Anglo" accuse 
them of selling out. The epi- 
thet "Tio Tomas" — " U n c l e 
Tom"—is often hurled at Chi- 
cano politicians forced by the 


nature of their jobs to cooper- 
ate with the Anglo establish- 
ment. As T u c s o n attorney 
Octavio M a r q u e z puts it: 
"With Americans, everybody's 
trying to keep up with the 
Joneses, but with Mexicans, 
everybody's trying to drag the 
Garcias down to their level." 


ineffective Bloc 


The perennial bickering be- 


tween those who do and those 
who don't make it among the 
Anglos has, until 
recently, 


kept Mexican-Americans the 
most fitful, ineffective political 
bloc in the country, with few 
leaders or few followers. 


California, for example, has 


only one 
Mexican-American 


congressman, 
Los Angeles 


Democrat Edward Roybal, and 
only this year was a Mexican- 
American, Julian Nava, elect- 
ed to the Los Angeles Board of 
Education, the first Chicano 
ever to get there, in a city 
founded by Mexicans almost 
200 years ago. 


Neither is there yet a Mex- 


ican-American leader of na- 
tional or even Southwestern 
scope. S o m e people liken 
Cesar Chavez to Martin Lu- 
ther King, but he declines this 
role, preferring to stick with 
the cause of rural workers. 
Some people see Reies Tijer- 
ina as a Stokely Carmichael, 
while others feel that is hardly 
what Chicanos need right now. 


Some critics have seen the 


internal divisiveness of Chi- 
cano politics 
as an adult 


extension 
of the 
crippling 


doubt they nearly all suffered 
as 
children, 
the question: 


"Who am I, really?" Not 
wholly "American," not wholly 
"Mexican," but both, sensitive 


young Chicanos find that two 
cultures and two languages 
are a curse instead of a bonus. 


Many live in homes where 


only Spanish is spoken and 
attend schools where it is 
forbidden.

Striking 
unionists stand around and 
plan, complain, sit around and 
(hen stand some more, reading 
yet again the crude signs 
painted on the walls: "Es 
mejor morir parade que vivir 
de rodillas"—"it's better to die 
standing than to live kneel- 
ing;" "Abajo con los rinch- 
PS!"—"down with the Ran- 
gers;" "Huelga!"—"strike!"

A common concern of many 


is whether it is necessary to 
sterilize glass jars and lids 
before 
packing 
foods 
into 


them. Sterilization of jars is 
not required if the boiling 
water bath or pressure canner 
methods of processing 
are 


used. The containers, as well 
as the food, are sterilized 
during these processes. 


Right Method 


Very often in canning of 


foods you might have noticed 
that the fruit floats in the jar. 
Floating 
fruit often results 


from too loose packing, too 
heavy syrup, or too much air 
in the tissue of fruit. Many 
people become confused as to 
what foods are safely process- 
ed by the boiling water bath 
method and what foods should 
be processed in a pressure 
canner. 


One way in which you can 


remember which method is 
the safest to use is this: Acid 
foods, such as fruits, toma- 
toes, and pickled vegetables 
are 
the only foods 
safely 


canned by the boiling water 
bath. All other vegetables and 
meats should be processed in 
a pressure canner. Foods may 
be preserved in tin cans, 
although cans are used more 
f r e quently 
in 
commercial 


packing. Tin cans are now 
treated so food may remain in 
the cans, provided the open 
cans are covered and refrig- 
erated.

Tales of Past Survive Razing Of Theda Clark Nurses Home

NEENAH — If wood could 


whisper and brick could talk, 
many stories would be heard 
from the piles of dehri *h;i'. 
were once the Theda Clark 
Memorial 
Hospital 
Nurses' 


Home on Second Street. 


The home once housed the 


127 graduates of the nursing 
program during their three- 
year studies. It was used until 
the program was discontinued 
and the structure used for 
hospital p e r s o n n e l . This 
spring, it was razed to make 
vay for the multi-million dol- 
lar hospital addition now un- 
der construction. 


Tales would be told about 


the days before the last class 
was graduated on Sept. 9, 
1938, when the sudents, mostly 
girls in their late teens, would 
return to their rooms after 1? 
hours of duty at the hospital. 


Sweet Relief 


Sometimes, despite aching 


shoulders and tired, tired feet, 
there would be a giggle about 
the "prize"' of sugar one of 
the girls had managed 
to 


snitch . .. sugar that would go 
into the "fudge" fund for a 
treat some evening. 


Sometimes there'd be sobs 


when one of the girls watched 
as "her patient" lost his fight 
for life. Then older students 
could 
be heard 
consoling, 


counseling and sympathizing 
with their "little sister." 


The uniforms were enough to 


provoke wails from the young 
ladies. 


The dress part was of heavy 


blue 
cotton 
that 
irritated 


arms 
and 
shoulders 
after 


hours of moving, lifting and 
reaching. A white apron and 
bib that had to be hemmed to 
match the dress to the tenth 
of an inch covered the dress. 


The gray cape with its red 


lining 
w a s almost 
warm 


enough for the wintery weath- 
er, but, on more than one 
occasion, the girls tucked hot 
water bottles under their gar- 
ments to help keep away 
chills. 


Bane of Lives 


The brown shoes the girls at 


Theda Clark Hospital were 
required to wear were prob- 
ably responsible for many of 
the grumbles heard in the 
student's quarters. 


Not 
only were they not 


stylish, but when the young 
ladies received their affiliate 
training at Cook County Hos- 
pital, Chicago, interns would 
refer to them as "the Brown 
Shoes f r o m Neenah-Mena- 
sha." 


A 
favorite story echoing 


through the old home was the 
time one graduating class. 


collectively, 
gathered 
their 


shoes, marched to the river, 
and pitched them in. 


There was a bit of explain- 


ing and a stern lecture from 
the head nurse when fisher- 
men reported to police that 
their catch of fish at the dam 
was several bullheads and a 
shoe or two. 


Like all girls in their teens, 


the students were always hun- 
gry, and treats in depression 
days were not easy to come 
by. 


The belle of the class was 


usually the one whose boy- 
friend had a charge account 
at the local drugstore. Olive- 
nut sandwiches were a great 
favorite with the girls who 
often found the "nuts" in their 


ice cream desserts at the 
home to be inexpensive grape- 
nuts instead of the real kind. 


Economics were a matter of 


concern to patients as well as 
student nurses in the '3"s and 
occasionally the h o s p i t a l 
would barter in exchange for 
services. 


The girls will long remem- 


ber the time a bill was paid 
with eggplant. The vegetables 
returned to their table many 
times, often in flimsy dis- 
guise. 


Grateful Group 


Blessings were bestowed on 


the 
thoughtful farm 
family 


that once sent back fried 
chicken, berries and cream 
with their student daughter 
after a week-end leave. 


Smoking was not allowed in 


the home, but now and then 
the girls would perch precari- 
ously on a window sill, lean 
far out, and light up. A more 
relaxing way was to walk to 
their favorite spot on the 
river, near the dam, and puff 
away while they soaked their 
tired ankles in the water. 


Singing was always a part 


of the girls' life during their 
stay at the home. It made the 
days pass more quickly and 
helped them forget worries 
about their progress or the 
boys who might not be wait- 
ing at home. 


Meager Pay 


There were bad days when 


everything went wrong, or 
something was broken and 
had to be paid for out of the 
$2.50 a month the girls re- 
ceived while training.

Blue Years," a brief history 
of the Ninety-Nines, a unique 
organization formed by women 
fliers. Founded 38 years ago 
with Amelia Earhart as their 
first president, the Ninety- 
Nines took their name from 
the number of charter mem- 
bers. Held in disdain by 1929 
skeptics, one columnist voiced 
the opinion of many when he 
;rrote, "Thp women are going 
to organize. We don't know 
what for." 


They showed "what for" 


when they issued a resolution 
deploring 
the exclusion of 


women in the Advanced Civil 
Pilot Training Program and 
wrote a letter to the President 
of the United States stating 
their willingness to serve in 
whatever crises resulted from 
the war. 


Wisconsin women pilots did 


their part during the war 
years and have continued to 
speak loudly through their 
accomplishments right up to 
now. Their ambitions now lie 
in the work they perform for 
the future. 


In the early war years Miss 


Dora Fritzke of Milwaukee 
contributed her service to the 


pledge made by the Ninety- 
Nines in 1941. The first Wis- 
consin woman to receive an 
instrument rating, she flew 
for the Civil Air Patrol. On 
weekends she was "aerial 
chauffeur" for the Army and 
A'dvj cadets. Aibo during the 
war she worked with the 
Army Air Force as a control 
tower operator. 


Not Their Lingo 


Although she has done little 


flying the past few years, 
Miss Fritzke has logged ap- 
proximately 800 hours since 
she began flying in 1932. She 
claims she receives incredu- 
lous looks when she mentions 
learning to fly in a 40 H. P. 
single magneto Cub without 
brakes and just a tail skid. 
Similarly with instrument fly- 
ing, she finds that any refer- 
ence to a four course range, 
build and fade, or high cone 
and low cone is unintelligible 
to modern instrument pilots.

ty-Nines from 1959 to 1961, 
has logged many hours flying

membership in the National 
Aerospace Education Council 
would be procured for each 
school system, aerospace ca- 
reer sections would be offered 
in career day programs and 
an aerospace course would be 
made available to senior stu- 
dents on an elective basis. 


She further explains, ''Not 


all s t u d e n t s taking these 
courses will become pilots, 
just as all students studying 
chemistry will not become 
chemists." The aim will be, 
instead, to expose the students 
to the aviation industry and 
to make them aware that the 
field is not just for a chosen 
few. And it is this realization 
that the Ninety-Nines wish to 
communicate to all would-be 
flyers. 


The w o m e n agree that 


learning to fly is a wonderful 
accomplishment—not one of 
them would be willing to give 
it up. But the greatest satis- 
faction of all comes, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Brundale, "When 
a friend asks for a ride. 
Suddenly you are accepted as 
a pilot, not just as some silly 
gal who thinks she wants to 
fly."

Writer Covers 
Same Subject 
Every August 
For 34 Years

This column is 34 years old this month. My first 


column was written after exploring a meadow next to 
a wood with a group of children, including my own. 


This was in the southern part of Brown County 


where we \\ere living with my husband's parents for 
a time during the depression period. The meadow we 
were hiking over was just an ordinary cow pasture 
with some low, wet spots. 


We found dozens of kinds of wildflowers in almost 


every imaginable color. We picked big bouquets to 
take home. F named the flowers for the children, all 
except one. This one had me puzzled. It was a cluster 
of pink flowers arranged in rows. 


A few days later I went to the Green Bay public 


library to look up the name of this—to me—strange 
blossom and found it to be obedient plant, also called 
"dragonhead" and "lion's heart." The flower book 
told me that it belonged to the mint family and blos- 
somed in wet meadows from July to September. It was 
named obedient because it obeyed your touch. You 
can shift the tiers of flowers over one-fourth of the 
way around the stem and they remain in that po- 
sition. The wind can shift them too. 


I was so delighted with the flowery field itself, 


and with getting to know a new plant, I just had to tell 
everyone. I saw cars drive by that field every day, 
and no one ever stopped to look at the flowers. If 
people would just look at the blossoms, they would 
see how beautiful they were, I thought. 


My in-laws were taking the Green Bay Press-Ga- 


zette at the time, and each week I read a column on 
hunting and fishing written by Bert Claflin, who died 
years ago. He had bits of nature stuff in his column 


too, as well as other outdoor news and views. 


Perhaps this paper would like a nature column 


too, I though, and wrote one. It was mostly about the 
flowery meadow and it was written in longhand. A 
few days later I had a note from the editor saying, 
"We'll publish it, send some more." 


There has hardly been an August since then that 


I haven't covered the same subject. I make it a point 
to visit a field of flowers each August too. 


Last Sunday my daughter and I walked to a near- 


by field in search of a flowery meadow. We found 
one, at the end of St. Joseph St. and next to the 
marshy slough edge of East River. We didn't find any 
obedient plant here, or many other species either. The 
entire uncultivated "wasteland" field was covered with 
blue chicory and white Queen Anne's lace. 


If you have no favorite meadow of your own, take 


St. Joseph St. (next to the Webster St. Red Owl Store 
in Allouez) east to the end of the concrete. Then look 
at the beautiful pattern the blue and white blossoms 
make.

Less than a century ago, swallows were killed by 


the thousands every year for use on milady's hats. The 
Audubon Society, inspired by a heated editorial in 
1886, put a stop to that. Now, no birds including their 
cousins, the martins, are better loved throughout the 
world. 


It's a rare occurrence when birds are made a signifi- 


cant part of someone's life. But that's the way it is 
with Mr. and Mrs. Leonard Kloehn of Fremont. For 
46 years they've been looking out for the feathery 
flyers. 


The Kloehns started out with 60 cliff swallows' 


nests. Then, in 1930, they built a new barn and plan- 
ned its completion to coincide with the swaDows' 
spring return. That year they had 44 nests. This year 
they have 123. Each nest yields about three young 
and by fall, the swallow population will have increased 
to more than 400. 


The birds don't necessarily all come at the same 


time, and old nests are used again and again. When 
a nest finally becomes too old, the birds seem to 
know, and destroy it. In all the years the Kloehns have 
been watching, they've never seen a nest fall during 
hatching season; nor have they ever seen any young 
birds fall.

Having few insects in the area is a welcome by- 


product of the not-very-musical birds. Known for their 
value as insect eaters, they are also attractive and 
friendly creatures. 


They have little fear of man and often choose their 


nesting places on or near his dwellings. Barns are 
suited to their liking, and the nests, open and lined 
with feathers, are built under the eaves and overhead 
on the rafters. 


Few signs of spring are more certain than the 


appearance of the swallows. Since they migrate by 
day and must feed as they travel, their northward 
advance requires the presence of insects in the air; 
this in turn depends on the weather. Their arrival 
date from year to year may vary as much as two weeks. 


Man and civilization have increased, over the years, 


the swallow population. They can be found now almost 
anywhere in the world; in a chimney, on cliff ledges 
or sheltered tree branches, in a barn such as the 
Kloehns have provided. 


Eight pair of martins, which live in colonies and, 


therefore, in compartment houses, also occupy the 
Fremont couple.

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Appleton's St. Paul Lutheran Church 


Founded Century Ago in Courthouse

EXT Saturday, Aug. 19, Appleton's oldest Lu- 
theran congregation will celebrate its cen- 
tenniaL 
St. Paul 
Evangelical

Church started its official religious entity 


when the heads of 14 German families in Appleton 
met in the tiny, white frame Outagamie County 
courthouse to pick six trustees and vote on a name. 


The families of these same men had gathered to- 


gether for worship many times before that August 
day a century ago, bound together by their common 
heritage of a German background in Lutheranism 
and language. 


This was a familiar pattern repeated over and 


over again throughout the state of Wisconsin. It was 
in essence the story of how the Lutheran Church in 
all of its several forms began and flourished in Wis- 
consin. 


Unlike other religions in early Wisconsin, Lu- 


theranism sprang from the German-speaking settlers 
themselves. The Lutheran Church had no background 
in missionary work among the Indians, as did the 
Catholics, Methodists and others. 
The 
Lutheran 


church and congregation developed with the need of 
German-speaking pioneers after they came to the new 
country. 


Earlier German Churches 


Consequently, 
the 
first Lutheran churches in 


Outagamie County were relative latecomers, organized 
in the late 1850s and 1860s, and even later where 
settlement was slow. Few Germans came to the Fox 
River Valley before 1850 and the 
first 
Lutheran 


churches in Outagamie County were St. Paul's of Dale, 
organized in 1859, Greenville's 
Immanuel Church 


(1860) and Center's St. John Church (1864). 


The Appleton families organized in 1867 as a Ger- 


man Evangelical group. The congregation was not to 
become affiliated with the Wisconsin Lutheran Synod 
for another dozen years. 


This "German Evangelical St. Paul Congregation 


of Appleton" was to build a church and be served by 
two pastors of the Evangelical Synod of the West (un- 
til this synod disappeared) before it called a pastor in 
1878 from the Wisconsin Lutheran Synod. The St. 
Paul congregation was to adopt in 1879 a proper con- 
stitution amenable to the Synod and hold to its tenets 
from that year on, but it did not officially join the 
Wisconsin Synod until April 8, 1888, according to 
church records. It was at this time the articles of 
incorporation were amended to change the congrega- 
tion's name to St. Paul Evangelical Lutheran Church 
of Appleton, Wis. 


The six trustees elected at that 1867 meeting at the 


courthouse were George Kreiss, Louis Schintz, Philip 
Weintz, Charles Kesting, Albert Breitung and Emil 
Weise. These men in turn chose Kreiss the first presi- 
dent of the new congregation. The other eight found- 
ers of the church were Reinhold and William Brei- 
tung, Carl Scherk, John Popke, Louis Aloes, Heinrich 
Draube, Charles Brunnig and John Falk. 


By the end of the first year the church had 47 


members. Today, a century later, the number totals 
2,401 baptized members The congregation that start- 
ed out with 14 families now in its centennial year has 
740 family units. 


At first, church services were held once every 


two weeks since St. Paul shared its first pastor, the 
Rev. Christian Lieb, with German Lutheran congregt-

tions in the towns of Center and Freedom. Without a 
home, the congregation met in the courthouse with 
the friendly permission of the county board. The ser- 
vice sometimes was held in the morning, sometimes 
in the evening. 


This timetable soon was to change, however, when 


Pastor Lieb was asked and consented to come to Ap- 
pleton to live. The German church services became 
more familiar, twice every Sunday at 9:30 in the 
morning and at 2 o'clock in the afternoon. Pastor 
Lieb was paid $200 a year at first, but with his move 
to the city the congregation increased his salary to 
$300 a year, besides a rent allowance of $200 and 
special gifts of eggs, flour and some meats. 


Anson Bollard's Donation 


The congregation found another friend in its forma- 


tive years, whose generosity made it possible for the 
struggling group to have a church before it was two 
years old. This was pioneer attorney Anson Ballard, 
staunch member of the Congregational Church. He 
had extensive land holdings is the city. Interested ac- 
tively in both religious work and education, Mr. Bal- 
lard offered the Lutherans a gift of property, 60 by 
120 for the sole purpose of building a church. 


They accepted the land at the corner of Morrison 


and Fisk Street (the latter now Franklin Street), the 
site of the present St. Paul Church. Building got un- 
derway in 1868 and after the structure was completed, 
men and women of the congregation scraped, scrub- 
bed and cleaned the interior into shape for its first 
service Dec. 3, 1868. 


A "kirchendiener," or janitor was hired for $20 


a year to take care of the building. Church records 
note that this meant keeping the church clean, build- 


ing the fire to heat the church when necessary on 
Sunday morning and preparing the lights for services. 
When the first man left in 1876, another was willing 
to take his place for 50 cents a Sunday, which made 
a grand total of $26 a year. 


Christian Lieb lasted in the pastorate only until 


April, 1869, and he was succeeded by the Rev. H. 
Sieckmann. Both of these pastors belonged to the 
Evangelical Synod of the West. The Rev. Sieckmann 
stayed with the congregation until 1878, when it de- 
cided to call a pastor affiliated with the Wisconsin 
Lutheran Synod. 


Many Changes Made 


The Rev. John Hodtwalker came to the church as 


Its pastor in October of 1878. He came from St Luke 
Lutheran Church in Milwaukee. Although his stay 
was short (1882), his leadership 
brought 
many 


changes. It was during his tenure 
that the 
first 


Christian Day school or "gemeindeschule" was built 
in 1879 on land just east of the church. He brought 
order and motivation to the congregational structure, 
first by preparing with church leaders a constitution 
conforming to the principles of the Wisconsin Synod. 
Meetings of the congregation were set at regular in- 
tervals, at least four times a year, rather than left to 
the will of the church council. 


It was under the pastorate of the Rev. John Gen- 


sicke from July 2, 1882, until July 24, 1895, that an 
addition was built on the church and a new school 
costing $7,361 was erected. The old school was sold 
for $305 and moved off the property. 


The work of these men in a way represent the 


beginning years. The church and its program took 
giant steps under the most recent two pastors, whose 
span of service stretches over the last 72 years. The 
Rev. T. J. Sauer came to the Appleton church Aug. 
25, 1895. His service to his congregation lasted 46 
years, the last six in an honorary role. 


He saw the present church built at a cost of $33.944 


in 1906 and assisted at its dedication Feb. 24, 1907. 
He saw the same church remodeled, modernized and 
refurbished 25 years later for its silver anniversary 
celebration Feb. 28, 1932. 


As church membership increased and pastoral 


duties multiplied. Pastor Sauer was forced to ask for 
an assistant. On April 23, 1922, the congregation em- 
powered the pastor and church council to seek an as- 
sistant through the Synod. 


The Rev. Frederick M. Brandt was installed formal- 


ly as the older man's assistant on Aug. 6. 1922. Thir- 
teen years later, he became head pastor of the church 
at the request of the aging Sauer. This month Rev. 
Brandt started his own 46th year in the service of St. 
Paul Lutheran Congregation. He also has an associate, 
the Rev. H. W. Bergholz, former teacher at Fox Val- 
ley Lutheran High School. He has been working with 
Pastor Brandt since Jan. 31, 1965. 


Today, St. Paul Congregation owns nearly the en- 


tire block in which it is located. There's one house 
and the church (built in the 1860s for German Meth- 
odists) facing Durkee Street still left. And certainly, 
the modern elementary school on the northeast corn- 
er of the church property erected in 1954 is a far cry 
from that first little white schoolhouse with its lone 
teacher-pastor. 


But then, a century is a long time ago. 
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little more than a year ago I made my third 
trip to Hong Kong, a city like none other in 
the world. Its scintillating, unreal, pseudo, 
transient, crowded, continental, go-for-broke 


atmosphere captures every Westerner who goes there. 
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imaginings of Oriental intrigue just from the sound 
of it's name. Hong Kong, in Chinese, means "fragrant 
harbor", though it is hardly that. The harbor is, 
instead, a mooring for ships from every part of the 
world: military, passenger and cargo; and it is home 
for the thousands of Chinese whose junks never leave 
their docks. This is Aberdeen and it is said there that

can be counted, jewelry shops of jade and handcarved 
ivory chess sets, luxurious hotels and epicurian res- 
taurants. North of Kowloon, on Red China's border, is 
the third part of Hong Kong, the New Territories, 
mainly farmland. It was leased from China for 99 
years and the expiration date is 1998. 


In the past, Hong Kong has been a lucrative British 


Crown Colony, but not one without its serious prob- 
lems. Before the border was sealed several years ago, 
thousands of refugees arrived daily from Red China. 
They came without money, clothes or food. Their 
homes were set up with whatever they could find: 
wooden crates, cardboard, tin, paper, anything. If they 
were lucky, they would build a one-room shack on one 
of the hillsides of Kowloon, Hong Kong, or in the New 
Territories. And if they were lucky, too, no more 
than eight or 10 people would live in it. The British 
began to construct seven-story apartment buildings to 
house the refugees, with free schooling and medical 
care, but the crash program never could equal the 
influx. A family might wait years to be resettled. 


The skilled refugees might find work in a tailor 


shop or a carving factory. A mother or grandmother 
might stay home to care for the younger children and 
at the same time be weaving a lace table cloth or a 
straw basket. Others take up farming or fishing. 


During my first visit to Hong Kong in August, 1962, 


Typhoon Wanda struck. The death toll climbed to 
several thousand and many more thousands of refugees 
lost their homes. The shacks just -blew away and the 
junks in Aberdeen either sank or were crushed under 
the winds. Aberdeen at its best is an unbelievable 
sight; thousands of junks side by side in shallow 
water are linked with walkways weaving all across 
the bay. The more fortunate have a second junk, 
mobile, used for fishing. 


• After the typhoon, I joined several missionaries 
going into the New Territories to look for a group of 
school children. The only building left upright in one 
area was a three-story cement old-age home. Six hun- 
dred refugees with hardly standing room to call their 
own, were:"crammed inside. A little boy outside wore 
a t-shirt lettered 'Spooner, Wisconsin1. 


Late in the afternoon, we did find the children, 


many of whom had lost their parents. Among other 
things given them were blankets marked, 'Gift from 
the people of the U.S.A.'. 


My second trip to Hong Kong was in April, 1963. 


The devastation of the storm was gone and the British 
were still building refugee apartments. The shacks on 
the Kowloofrand Hong Kong hills were once again 
standing, a .poignant contrast to the beautiful high- 
rise offices aiid-'hotels. 


It hadn't changed much in April, 1966. The blocks

Vacation Is Ideal Time 
For Motor Tour of Boise 


BY EDWARD COLLIER 


BOISE, Idaho — Summer vacation, when it's cool 


under the cottonwoods for picnicking, is the time for 
the family to take a Magic Circle auto-exploring tour 
around the vast, wild canyon and desert country that 
stretches south of Idaho's thriving capital city of 
Boise. 


Here in Boise, your tour begins at the "State 


Hub"; that's what they call the gray sandstone Idaho 
capitol building, whose handsome landscape is en- 
hanced by great trees planted many years ago by 
U. S. presidents — a water oak by Benjamin Harrison 
hi 1891, a sugar maple by Theodore Roosevelt in 1903, 
an Ohio Buckeye by William Howard Taft in 1911. 


Perched atop a silver cupola on the dome is a 


bronze eagle that looks down over the Boise River 
Valley. The interior is impressive with floors and 
four grand staircases of Alaskan marble, and walls 
of Vermont marble that lead up to circular prom- 
enades. The rotunda holds a statue of George Wash- 
ington carved out of pine and, of special interest to 
the rockhound, an extensive mineral display. 


Memorial Park 


From the capitol we drove to new Ann Morrison 


Memorial Park where flags of all nations flank the 
entrance promenade. A favorite with photographers 
is the reflecting pool and its spectacular 40-foot foun- 
tain illuminated with constantly changing underwater 
lights, the lagoons, and placid water courses. 


Traditional recreation center of Boise is Julia 


Davis Park with its rose garden, zoo, and a pioneer 
village. Memories of yesterday are revived with such 
horse-drawn vehicles as stagecoaches, wagons, bug- 
gies, sleigh, a green wagon with high red wheels for 
hauling freight, one-seat plow, and red fire engine. 


Highlights of the adjacent Idaho Historical Mu- 


seum are women's finery, including the gorgeous 
formal gowns of the 1897 Idaho State Fair Queen; 
the old Boise-Idaho City stagecoach and dugout 
canoes; saddle and arrowhead collections; and a pros- 
pector's sluice box, heavy tin pan for washing gold, 
wooden cradle and tiny scales. 


From Boise we drove west (U. S. 30) into Treasure 


Valley, so-called because the abundant and controlled 
irrigation water supply insures bumper crops of sugar 
beets, grains, onions, fruit orchards, a vast vegetable 
seed industry, and livestock and dairying operations. 


Named After Indians 


The city of Nampa was named after Indian Chief 


Nampuh, meaning "Big Foot". Legend has it that 
each of his feet measured 17% inches in length and 
QYz inches in width. Major annual celebration is the 
Snake River Stampede in July, a rip-roaring rodeo 
celebrated for 51 years and attracting more than 
50,000 spectators. Year-round prides of Nampa are 
its parks, campus-type public schools, and Northwest 
Nazarene College. 


Swirling hills with fruit-orchard dotted valleys 


mark the route (Idaho 72) west. The dramatic, eerie 
desert mountains start at Lizard Butte, the odd setting 
for a two-county Easter Sunrise Service. 


The Magic Circle (U. S. 95) south goes up into the 


stark, weird and formidable mountains that provide 
breathtaking viblas back down into the agricultural 
abundance of Treasure Valley. 


With the Idaho wilderness and the famous ghost 


town of Silver City as our objective, we turned off 
(U. S. 95) 11 miles north of Jordan Valley at Shea- 
ville on a graded road. 


This fascinating and isolated byway leads you 


through a hind of aromatic gray-green sage. At on* 
spot you ford a shallow creek; range cattle browsing 
hi the shade of chaparral glance up only in momen- 
tary curiosity. More and more cedar (juniper) trees 
begin to appear; patches of white-barked poplars 
signal the entrance to Jordan Creek gulch. 


Jordan Creek develops into a deep-shaded, breeze- 


cooled canyon at the ghost gold and silver mining 
town of De Lamar. The informal picnic spot on the 
gurgling, boulder-strewn creek is at the end of a 
gaunt big two-story frame building, its fancy ginger- 
bread cupolas and ornamental steeple sagging. Built 
by an English mining syndicate in the gold and silver 
boom days, when 5,000 miners worked and caroused 
in De Lamar, this was an elegant men's boarding 
house. 


Continuing on, the pine-studded gorge leads down 


into Silver City, Idaho's fabled ghost mining city 
where once 10.000 seekers of fortune worked and 
brawled. Today there is one lunch counter, an an- 
tique and curio shop, one grocery store, and old 
houses restored for summer homes. In winter the 
population has been known to drop to one man! 


Here in the shadow of War Eagle Mountain, 


gouged by a hundred mines, were taken such riches 
hi gold and silver that the suddenly-rich citizens 
thought nothing of paying the stores of Silver City 
$3 a dozen for eggs, $32 for a sack of flour, $1.25 a 
pound of butter, and $8 a gallon for coal oil! And it 
set a miner back $5 for a "mouser" (cat) —ancestry 
unquestioned! 


Parking our car behind a rusted ore ear and beside 


the still-standing granite columns of the courthouse, 
we started our exploration of the ghostly streets. Like 
the hillsides and the road into town, these dirt byways 
— such as Avalanche Street — are sprinkled with 
glistening mica. 


'Shrunken' Hotel 


Today the once-swanky Idaho Hotel, which had a 


gala opening and ball on Christmas Eve of 1866, seems 
•to have shrunk, windows are silent and boarded, the 
roof droops. Nearby, the rambling big Masonic Hall 
still straddles Jordan Creek, held up by piers im- 
bedded in powder drums full of cement. 


There is a hint of tragedy and heartbreak — and 


of those who died too young — in the populous 
cemetery that is Silver City's Boot Hill. 


From Silver City the route is across New York 


Summit, then down into the desert for 15 miles, where 
you pick up a new black-top highway along the C. J. 
Strike Reservoir, a dammed up, 29-mile long green- 
blue lake formed by the Snake River. 


A new water-sport mecca in once arid south-cen- 


tral Idaho, this popular spot now boasts beaches, 
complete picnic facilities, and boat docks. There is 
good fishing for trout and black bass. 


There are intriguing side trips from Bruneau. 


Eight miles away at Indian Hot Springs is seldom- 
seen and fantastically narrow Bruneau River Canyon 
that plunges down 2,000 feet to a river bordered by 
sylvan green banks. The canyon stretches down 67 
miles across the Owyhee Desert. 


Continuing east of Bruneau, you pass startling 


300-foot high sand dunes that resemble a gigantic 
kneeling camel. Water pipes made possible by the 
new C. J. Strike Dam propel giant whirling sprinklers

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City and old west attractions are combin- 


ed in a Magic Circle auto exploring tour 
around sunny, southern Idaho. It starts in 
Boise with its majestic state capitol, parks, 
pioneer museums. Then, for vivid contrast, 
west and south through Treasure Valley, an 
irrigated agricultural empire and on via fas- 
cinating, isolated side roads to the ghost 
mining town of Silver City where once 10,000 
fortune seekers toiled and brawled. The re- 
turn to Boise is via C. J. Strike Reservoir, a 
29-mile long water playground on the Snake 
River, then past freak sand dunes, and a side 
trip to mysterious narrow, and seldom seen 
2,000-foot deep Bruneau Canyon. 


that have transformed the land between the highway 
and the phenomenon of the dunes into a green oasis 
of alfalfa. 


From here your route descends under black cliffs 


and along the thick emerald waters of the Snake. 
Crossing the river at Hammett, the way back to Boise 
is via U. S. Interstate BON and the town of Mountain 
Home, which once had the unpoetic name of Rattle- 
snake.

First Bi-Colored Impatiens Given 
Go-Go Title by Seed Distributor 


BY KATHERINE B. WALKER 


New in this country in 1967 is the first bi-colored 


impatiens. It was named for his national hero, Gen- 
eral Guisan, by the Swiss breeder who created it. The 
seed company which was given the privilege of in- 
troducing it renamed it Impatiens A Go-Go. 


The flowers of this impatiens are quite large and 


are borne profusely on well-shaped plants. The char- 
acteristic which makes them so unusual are the ir- 
regular splashes and blotches of purest white, almost 
startling against the brilliant scarlet-red color of the 
petals, and certainly unusual enough to warrant a 
most unusual name. Before this break-through in col- 
oring, flowers were single-toned, ranging in color 
from white through yellow-reds and pinks to blue- 
reds and purples. 


New also in the world of impatiens is a doubling of 


the petals. Unfortunately, this does not seem as yet to 
be a stable characteristic. But since so much has been 
done recently in hybridizing impatiens, we may in the 
future expect almost anything from these lovely 
plants. I doubt that any new developments, however, 
will diminish the charm of the old single-color, single 
flower types lovingly called Busy Lizzie or Patient 
Lucy. These have always been high on my list of fav- 
oMte house plants. 


Impatiens needs full, bright light, and may be ex- 


posed for short periods to cool sunlight. Too much 
sunlight or heat will cause the plants to wilt, and 
while this will not necessarily damage them, it needn't 
happen. They will flower profusely without direct 
sunlight, thus they are ideal plants for a fully bright 
north or north-east exposure. Pot them in loose, 
humusy soil, and keep the soil constantly moist. To 
insure this, and to provide the increased humidity 
which they enjoy, keep the pots set on pebble-trays. 
(For a full description of pebble-trays, please refer 
to our Indoor Gardener's Encyclopedia. You may ob- 
tain a copy of this by writing to me, Katherine Walk- 
er, in care of this newspaper, enclosing a self-ad- 
dressed stamped envelope plus 20c in coin with your 
request for it.) 


To increase your stock of impatiens, break off 


short basal shoots and root them in any damp medium. 
For quickest and surest rooting, keep the cuttings 
covered with clear plastic until they become estab- 
lished. The close conditions furnished by such a 
cover will enable the cuttings to retain the old leaves 
until the roots have formed to support them. 


Questions and Answers 


Q. My neighbor has some gorgeous plants in a 


hanging basket that she says are Nut Orchids. They 
don't look like any orchid 1 ever saw. What are they? 


A. These are achimenes, close relatives of glox- 


inias and other tuberous rooted gesneriads. They, and 
their care, are described in our Gloxinia booklet; to 
obtain this, please write to Katherine Walker in care 
of this newspaper, enclosing a self-addressed, stamped 
envelope plus 20c with your request for a copy. 


Q. Have you ever heard of wiping smooth-sur- 


faced leaves with condensed milk to make them 
shine? Is this good? 


A. Yes, I have heard of it. The only thing I can 


think of that would be good about it is that it might 
sell more cans of milk. I prefer to use leaf polishes 
made for the purpose, not left-overs from the kitchen. 


Q. I want a plant of Kenihvorth-ivy (Cybalaria) 


but can't locate one any place. Can you please help 
me find this little gem with its tiny snap-dragon- 
like blossoms? 


A. The seed company on our Source Sheet can 


supply pelleted seeds of this. They germinate fairly 
quickly but the little plants take a while to really

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get going. It's worth the wait, however, as you al- 
ready know!

Q. You are always so glib about starting seeds! 


If you didn't have various bins of all kinds of soil, 
plus plenty of pots and space to store them, you 
would have more pity on us apartment dioellers who 
would love to start seeds if we had space. 


A. New on the market is a boon to all gardeners, 


I'm happy to tell you. It is a compressed mixture 
of rich soil not much larger than a silver dollar. (If 
you can remember what those looked like!) Put in 
water to soak, it expands into the equivalent of a 
two-inch pot, covered with fine but sturdy mesh, al- 
ready filled with an ideal mix for seeds or cuttings.

Hoe Your Beans 
With Pride; It 
Is One of Most 
Ancient Practices 


BY UNCLE JACK 


It may be that the most famous bean crop in 


American history was that produced by Henry David 
Thoreau at walden Pond more than a century ago. 
As the celebrated naturalist and philosopher hoed 
his humble little patch near his do-it-yourself cabin, 
he thought the thoughts that were turned into some 
of the treasured essays of American literature. 


I don't pretend to march to the same band, as he 


might have put it, but as I hoed my own bean rows 
the other day it suddenly struck me that I was en- 
gaged in one of the most ancient occupations of the 
race. New scientific techniques have recently estab- 
lished that beans were being cultivated by the primi- 
tive peoples of India and China at least 4,000 years 
ago, and they are presumed to have originated in 
even earlier times in the historic cradle of agricul- 
ture in the Middle East. 


The scientists reach these conclusions through the 


use of dating methods such as the so-called Carbon 14 
test, and they have made some remarkable discov- 
eries, even while they have shown the vastness of our 
ignorance on these matters in earlier generations. 


There now appears to be a scholarly concensus 


that agriculture appeared almost at the same time, 
about 7,000 B.C., on opposite sides of the world, in 
the Middle East and in Mexico. 


I ponder these things and reflect on the bean 


patches of remote antiquity as I spend a leisurely 
hour cultivating and weeding in my own little hobby 
plot.

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Nathan Wright Jr.'s 'Black Power' Book 
Examines What Lies Beyond Integration

Black Powei and Viban Uniest. By Nathan Wright 


Jr. Hawthorn Books. $4.95. 


"The civil rights movement as we know it is dead," 


a New York civil rights leader recently told the an- 
nual convention of the Congress of Racial Equality. 
Not all his colleagues would agree. But there is scant 
doubt that the turbulent summer of '67 finds the 
movement in a state of ambiguity and transition. 


What direction will it take? This book by a clergy- 


man-sociologist, a Negro with full civil rights creden- 
tials, attempts to indicate the course. And he argues 
that black power, rightly construed, offers the most 
"creative" — in fact, the only — way out of Amer- 
ica's racial difficulties. 


The black power slogan has been furiously con- 


troversial, and most people ha\e associated it with 
the separatist or extremist wings of the Negro move- 
ment. But Dr. Wright's book appears essentially 
moderate. He isn't antiwhite by any definition. He 
speaks more in sorrow than in anger. He doesn't 
inveigh against the "white power structure." except 
to accuse it by implication of a certain lamentable 
blindness in race relations. 


New Relationship 


But he does insist that Negroes, if they are to 


assume their rightful role, must radically alter their 
power relationship to the white community. This 
approach looks beyond — or rather past — integra- 
tion. It is obvious that Dr. Wright considers integra- 
tion, as distinct from legal desegregation, neither 
feasible nor particularly desirable under present 
circumstances. 


In this he may be echoing a widening belief among 


Negro leaders. At recent CORE convention it was 
Livingstone Wingate, former director of a big New 
York autipoverty project, who noted the eternise of 
the "old" movement with its stress on integration. 
Wingate proposed a "black folks' government on 
black folks' terms" in Negro areas across the nation. 


And James Farmer, onetime head of CORE, warn- 


ed that efforts to move Negroes "out of the ghettoes 
into the suburbs" would dissipate black voting power. 
As to education, Lenore Bennett, editor of Ebony 
Magazine, told the convention, ''it cannot soha the 
race problem because in America (it) is part of the 
race problem." 


Such ideas are all inherent in the black power 


strategy, and they appear, minus invidious rhetoric, 
in Dr. Wright's volume. (Not all Negro leaders, of 
course, support it; the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People has just reiterated 
its opposition to black power concepts.) 


Differing Notions 


Assuming black power to be the reasonable goal 


that Dr. Wright considers it, how is it to be achieved? 
Obviously, Wright's notions differ from those, say. of 
Stokely Carmichael and Rap Brown. 


Wright advocates a huge educational reclamation 


project for adults through a network of community 
colleges in central city areas. This, he hopes, would 
change social climate and morale of the urban poor 


— and give them some very basic tools. But he op- 
poses mere "training programs" and asks for tha 
"immediate opportunity" at every level of employ- 
ment for the 'substantial' number 
of competent 


Negroes already more than adequately prepared." 


As to the regular "ghetto" schools, Dr. Wright 


calls for vastly expanded federal, regional and state 
efforts to insure quality education — another shift 
from the older notion that integration somehow would, 
take care of it. 


Dr. Wright traces urban riots to frustrations and 


impatience over social and economic conditions — 
housing, underemployment, the absence for over a 
decade of economic improvement for Negroes relative 
to whites. And he sees as both a cause and an effect 
the sense of ethnic importance and "self-hatred" 
which only a total, fundamental change can cure — 
black power. 


Confronting the white community. Dr. Wright 


finds himself in something of a dilemma. He pays 
tribute to white civil rights leadership in the past, 
but he makes clear his view that the one constructive 
role left for white sympathizers today is to further 
black power — which means to step aside. 


He talks much of a widening dialogue, of "creative 


organization" and "mutuality" to insure such an ap- 
proach, though these things remain a bit vague. They 
may, in fact, contradict his insistence on swift Negro 
autonomy. 


But the crux remains power. Can people be talked 


into surrendering significant amounts of it? In the 
end, the carving out of power, when attempted in a 
hurry, is always revolutionary. Dr. Wright still be- 
lieves that it can be a revolution by censent. Tha 
militants on the other flank of the black power move- 
ment have given up on this idea. 


Seven Kinds of Goodness. 
By Max Eastman. 


Horizon. $4.50. 


Eastman's theme in this collection of essays is tha 


decline of moral ideals and the need for living "the 
good life." 


He develops his theme by examining the lives of 


seven men who were "so possessed" with the idea of 
personal virtue that "they became moral lawgivers 
for whole epochs or peoples." 


They are Buddha, Confucius, Moses, Socrates, 


Plato, Mohammed and Jesus. Eastman measures them 
"as teachers of a good life in this world, not as 
prophets of God or of something that may be imagined 
to happen in the next." 


From this viewpoint, the author makes some really 


interesting observations. He finds, for example, that 
Buddha's teachings about truth have a very modern 
and very Western meaning. He credits Socrates, as 
the "herald of logic," with taking the first step toward 
teaching men how to think clearly. He considers 
Moses as a contradictory law-giver and dictator. His 
estimate of Mohammed is that "the ecstasy of power 
corrupted and swallowed into itself the naive aspira- 
tions of a good man." 


In "Jesus as a Human Teacher" he states that 


"as they have come down to us" Jesus' teachings 
contain inconsistencies and troublous contradictions 
between Mosaic threats and gentle advocacy of no- 
resistance. 


In this small book Eastman writes in calm and 


quiet tones, blending wisdom and humor.

A Night of Watching. By Elliott Arnold. Scribners. 


$5.95. 


By the artful means of fiction, the author has 


created a taut suspense story based on an actual bit 
of history. 


This is the historical background: The Danish 


underground of World War II learned in the autumn 
of 1943 that the German occupiers were about to 
exterminate Denmark's small Jewish population, num- 
bering about 8,000. The resistance leaders dropped 
their sporadic sabotage efforts and swung into a 
rescue mission. Within a few weeks they smuggled 
nearly all the Jews in Denmark into the haven of 
Sweden. 


On the basis of that theme, Elliott has spun a 


fast-moving tale of deadly underground activity. His 
hero is a Copenhagen business man, pretending to 
play along with the German occupation force, who 
takes over direction of the smuggling operation. Two 
of his best assistants are hot-headed saboteurs whom 
he has to tame down for more rational methods. 


There are many diverse characters in this drama. 


They include humble Danish citizens, a Gestapo offi- 
cial uho doubts the wisdom of the scourge, a Nor- 
wegian girl who serves as a spy. a German militarist 
who hates the Gestapo, and a madly dedicated fol- 
lower of Himmler. 


This is a highly charged story, filled to the brim 


with hairbreadth escapes, violence, guile, bravery 
and emotional tension—with just enough humorous 
relief here and there to allow a breathing spell be- 
fore the next crisis. It is adroitly written and vividly 
effective.

Today's Vet Skilled, 


Deuoted Scientist 


The desire to become a veterinarian is predicated 


upon more than just the fact that a person loves 
animals. Today's veterinarian is a skilled scientist who 
must spend six long, hard years of advanced study to 
learn his profession before he can become licensed 
to practice. 


Since 1854, when the first veterinary college in the 


United States was established, veterinary medicine has 
grown to the stature of a highly diversified and highly 
complex profession counting more than 26,000 mem- 
bers in North America. Not only are veterinarians 
actively engaged in diagnosis, treatment and control 
of a broad spectrum of diseases among many species 
of animals, but they are also key members in the 
nation's medical health, research and military teams. 


Demand for veterinary medical services continue 


to rise. Small animal practice is growing due to the 
large number of people owning household pets. It 
has been estimated that over 55 per cent of the fam- 
ilies in the United States own at least one pet, many 
own more than one. There is a crying need for vet- 
erinarians in research both by the drug industry and 
the profession itself. With the re-birth of equine popu- 
larity, more experienced veterinarians are needed in 
this field. A large part of the farm economy rest on 
the health of its livestock. 


It has been estimated that North America will need 


47,250 veterinarians, or almost twice that present 
number by 1980. 


A young person who desires to become a veterinar- 


ian today has a choice of 18 colleges in the United 
States and three in Canada from which to choose. He 
will devote over 5.000 class hours, including clinical 
experience, to subjects such as anatomy, physiology, 
pharmacology, pathology, microbiology, biochemistry, 
surgery, medicine and public health, preventive medi- 
cine and parasitology. 


It follows then that today's veterinarian is a medi- 


cally trained, scientifically oriented professional per- 


son capable of rendering many services and accepting 
wide responsibility in all areas of animal health and 
in many cases public health. 


When veterinary graduate begins to practice, he 


must be able to invest considerable money in his 
hospital, equipment (both office and clinical), and 
supplies, not to mention basic drugs. It can cost him 
anywhere from $25,000 and up, unless he begins with 
an already practicing veterinarian, in which case, he 
usually invests in the established practice. 


After the expense of his training, and setting up 


practice, just what financial rewards may he enjoy? A 
veterinarian may make from $10,000 annually and up, 
depending on his specific practice, advanced school- 
ing or the region in which he is practicing. 


Although the financial reward is important, there 


is a basic underlying personal sense of satisfaction 
that emphasizes the reason the veterinary profession 
was chosen in the first place. To aid a suffering ani- 
mal, to discover a cure through research, to solve a 
tough surgical problem, to help people by alleviating, 
worry over their pet, to aid the farmer or stockman, 
whose livelihood depends on the health of his animals. 


A large percent of the practicing veterinarians are 


engaged in general practice, that is, they deal with 
anything on four feet, that swims or that flies. Some 
deal with public health, guaranteeing your family 
disease-free meat and poultry products. Each year the 
farm economy loses 340 million dollars in livestock 
due to disease. Tuberculosis, which was a major prob- 
lem in dairy industry has been largly controlled due to 
the efforts of the veterinary profession. In 1917, one 
out of every 20 head of cattle was affected with this 
disease, today the count is one out of every 500. 


The next time you take your pet to the veterinar- 


ian, you can appreciate what qualifies him to make 
an accurate, careful and scientific diagnosis and treat- 
ment for your animal. 


Large animal practice is an important part of 


veterinary medicine. As horses continue to grow in 
popularity, so does the need for veterinarians to 
specialize in this field. 


Even outside office 
practice, veterinarians as- 


sist in animal projects: shoion here judging the 4-H 
state dog obedience trials. 


Not only does a veterinarian treat and care for sick or 


injured animals, he teaches his patient's owners a great deal 
about the care of their animals. 


Through research, new and better ways new methods of treatment and prevention

Turkish Stamp 
Experienced Player Claims Tricks 


Portrayed Signing When He Knows Victory Is Assure* 


Of Papers 
Ending War

The middle east country recently in the news for 


being wracked with severe earthquakes has been quite 
provincial in its choice of subject matter for its postal 
issues. But there have been two notable exceptions. 


One was the 1939 issue noting the 150th anniver- 


sary of the U.S. constitution. The other (illustration) 
reminds us that tomorrow is the anniversary of one 
of the most hopeful moments in world history. For it 
was Aug. 14, 1945 when Pres. Harry S Truman told 
Americans that Japan had accepted the terms of an 
unconditional surrender. And the stamp illustrated 
portrays the U.S.S. Missouri, on which the surrender 
papers were signed. 


Turkey, which typically had been very Turkish in 


its postage designs, made a significant exception when 
it noted the 1946 visit to Istanbul by '"Mighty Mo." 


When the Japanese formally surrendered, a war 


which had affected the entire world (although five 
nations managed to maintain neutrality) came to an 
end. The fate of some two billion people had been at 
stake. United States, key participant in the United 
Nations of fifty countries aligned against the Axis, 
had suffered more than a million casualties out of 
which nearly 400.000 were dead. The cost to U.S. ? A 
staggering S330.5 billion. 


Although Pres. Truman's announcement was good 


news, it was ponderous in its portent. How to insure 
the hard won peace? 


But on another August 14, in 1911 before the U.S. 


entered WWI, the news of the day was much, much 
lighter. In previous months America had responded 
strongly to Irving Berlin's 
"Alexander's Ragtime 


Band." Ragtime music became the rage. But of course 
people were more conservative then. They would have 
shaken their heads in dismay at antics like 'The 
Watusi" or "The Shrug." 


Or would they? The news of the day out of Chi- 


cago included an item that the most popular new 
dance steps, all stemming from the ragtime craze, 
were: "The Kangaroo Dip," "The Turkey Trot," "The 
Crab Step," "The Fish Walk," "The Grizzly Bear/- 
and -The Texas Tommy." Say, how did that last one 
manage to slip into the menagerie?

When the experienced player can see that he will 


surely win the rest of the tricks he will usually put 
his hand face up on the table and claim the tricks 
without bothering to play the hand out. Most oppo- 
nents expect this as a matter of courtesy; they would 
grumble if declarer made them ponder in perspira- 
tion about their discards and other defensive plays 
when nothing could possibly do them any good. 


From declarer's point of view there are disad- 


vantages in making a claim of tricks. Most important 
is the possibility that he has overlooked something 
and that he will suffer a loss after showing his hand 
to the opponents. 


Another disadvantage, against expert opponents, is 


the fact that they will be sure that they have the 
chance to win at least one trick when declarer fails 
to put his hand on the table to claim the rest of the 
tricks. This sort of inference can stimulate the kind 
of fiends you play against.

The bidding is worth a moment of our time. In 


most Blackwood auctions the player who bids four 
notrump makes the final decision. He knows how 
many aces there are in the combined hands and 
whether he can make only 11 or only 12 tricks. The 
situation changes when he continues with a bid of 
five notrump. This announces that the combined 
hands contain all four aces and that he is interested 
in a grand slam. 


In today's hand North quite properly jumped to 


seven spades over five notrump since only she was 
in a position to know that her spades were com- 
pletely solid. It would not have helped South to find 
out that North had only one king. 


South may spend the rest of his life regretting 


that he did not pass his wife at seven spades. It was 
male vanity that induced him to bid seven notrump. 
and don't think that his wife will let him forget it 
in a hurry. 


West opened the queen of diamonds, and South 


won pensively with the ace. He continued, still pen- 
sively, with the ace and king of hearts and the ace of 
clubs. Then he began to run the spades. 


The time has come to forget about our sinner in 


the South seat. Let us peer inside the brain of East, 
our devious hero. 


East saw that South was going to win seven 


spade tricks. It was obvious from the bidding and 
early play that South had started with four hearts 
headed by the A-K-Q. When South cashed the ace of 
clubs East could tell that South had 13 easy tricks. 


The hearts were going to break 3-3, and South's last 
heart was going to be good. 


East was on the point of throwing his cards in, 


conceding the rest of the tricks, when he noticed that 
South was not claiming the grand slam. Far from it, 
South was playing the hand out with every appear- 
ance of deep attention. 


What was bothering South? And then East realized 


that South could not tell that the hearts were going to 
break 3-3. From South's point of view it was possible 
that one of the opponents had started with four 
hearts headed by the jack. In short, we are now peer- 
ing into the brain of a player who is in the process of 
peering into somebody else's brain. 


We can no longer make a long story short, but 


we can bring it to an end. East threw away his two 
kings and saved the nine of hearts and the eight of 
diamonds as his last two cards. West saved the jack 
of hearts and the queen of diamonds. Dummy's last 
two cards were the eight of hearts and a diamond, 
and South had the queen-ten of hearts. 


When declarer finished with the spades he led 


the eight of hearts from dummy, and East followed 
suit with the nine. By this time South was sure that 
East had started with four hearts headed by the jack. 
Why else would East have thrown away his two 
kings? 


Moreover, East had dore quite a bit of thinking 


in the process of working out South's problem. It 
would have been improper for East to mop his brow 
or moan as though he were really caught in a squeeze, 
but it was quite all right for East to think without 
outward expression in order to put up the most ef- 
fective defense. Expression or not, all this thought 
had its effect. South felt quite sure that East had 
been caught in a squeeze, and he felt very proud of 
himself at having worked it out so cleverly. It was 
a jolly good thing, he said to himself, that he hadn't 
let his beloved partner hack the hand to pieces at 
seven spades! 


So South tried a finesse with the ten of hearts, 


and West took the last two tricks. 


"It serves you right," North remarked bitterly in 


a tone that every married man knows. ''You were 
greedy, and you were punished. But what did I do to 
deserve this?"

•ARK TWAIN must have had more than his 


tongue in cheek when he said, "Part of 
the secret of success in life is to eat what 
you like and let the food fight it out in 


side." 


Your amazing stomach is one of the hardest work- 


ing organs in your body and possibly the most mis- 
understood. Many people don't even know where the 
stomach is ... 
even more are unaware of all the 


things it does . . . and it often gets blamed for things 
it doesn't do. 


During the past 19 centuries the stomach has been 


believed to be located in various places all over the 
body, but today it is firmly established that it's in the 
upper part of the abdomen, just under the heart, 
behind the lower ribs and a little left of center. 


It is a portion of the digestive tract and is a pear- 


shaped muscular pouch that in the average adult is 
10 or 11 inches long. When empty, it hangs like a 
deflated baUoon and may measure as much as 16 
inches from top to bottom. When there's food in it 
to be digested, it contracts into a shape similar to an 
over-sized kidney bean and may measure only eight 
inches from top to bottom and four inches across. 


When you're a newborn babe, your stomach is so 


small it can hold only about an ounce of food. By 
the time you're three years old, it can hold 10 to 20 
times this" much . . . and, by the time you're an adult, 
your stomach can easily hold a quart or a quart-and- 
a-half of food. Of course, if you're a chronic glutton, 
your stomach has probably stretched until it can hold 
up to six quarts! 


The walls of your stomach are three muscle layers 


thick and, according to the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, the lining of your stomach contains about 35 
million glands. It's the tiny gastric glands which 
secrete the digestive juices concerned with the 
chemical processing of the things you eat. 


It takes only four to eight seconds for your food 


to reach your stomach where it is immediately knead- 
ed and churned by the activity of your stomach 
muscles and, at the same time, mixed with the diges- 
tive juices which are made up of hydrochloric acid 
and various enzymes. (By the way, your stomach's 
hydrochloric acid is strong enough that if applied to 
the back of your hand, it would cause a second degree 
burn!) 


We first learned how food is acted upon by the 


stomach juices through experiments conducted in 
1792 by a French scientist, Rene Reamur, who fed his 
pet bird small pieces of sponge. The bird, unable to 
digest the spongest, rejected them. Reamur squeezed

theme of the musical ''Guys 
and Dolls" to be presented by 
Attic Theater in Stansbury 
Theater of the Lawrence Mu- 
sic-Drama Center on Aug. 19, 
20 and 22 through 31. 


Broadway is the setting for 


this musical fable and the 
characters are as diverse as 
only Broadway characters can 
be. However, real-life Broad- 
way has never seen so many 
heart-ofgold gamblers as the 
audience sees in this Damon 
R u n yon-created Broadway. 
Nathan Detroit, Sky Master- 
son, Big Jule, Benny South- 
street, Harry the Horse, and 
Nicely-Nicely Johnson — all 
gamblers — but hardly hard- 
ened criminals! The biggest 
problem in their lives is not 
avoiding the police, as une 
would expect (although the 
police do enter into the story 
on several 
occasions), but 


rather deciding if they can 
give up dice for dolls or 
convince the dolls to learn to 
live with the dice. 


The plot revolves around 


two love stones; both will 


strike the audience as some- 
what strange and at the same 
time quite humorous. 


Nathan Detroit, the one 


gambler to whom the others 
look for leadership, has been 
engaged to Miss Adelaide — a 
nightclub singer — for 14 
years. But every time he 
agrees to marry her and they 
get on the train for Niagara, 
he weakens and gets off at 
the Saratoga race track. Or 
else he disappears mysterious- 
ly right before their train is to 
leave, only to be found by 
Adelaide three days later su- 
perintending a crap game. 


Adelaide 
hopes 
that 
by 


marrying him she can get 
him to give up his dice so 
eventually he will lose his 
reputation as the proprietor of 
"The Oldest Established Per- 
manent Floating Crap Game 
in New York". It will also get 
her off the hook with her 
mother in Rhode Island who 
thinks Adelaide and Nathan 
have been married for many 
years and already have five 
children. 


The other romance involves 


Sky Masterson, a gambler 
who got his name because. 
"That's how high he bets. 
Higher than anybody", and 
Sarah Brown, head of the 
Salvation Army's rapidly fail- 


ing Save-a-Soul Mission. She is 
hardly the type of girl to be 
attracted to one of Nathan 
Detroit's cohorts. In the song 
"I'll Know" Sky tells her how 
he'll fall in love and how it 
will be a matter of chemistry 
and not careful planning. She 
is repulsed by the idea of 
chemistry taking over, but 
eventually it does and she and 
Sky get together in — of all 
places — San Juan. Puerto 
Rico. 


These two romances are the 


springboard for the rest of the 
story which, incidentally, gets 
quite complicated. But every- 
thing fits into place at the 
end, much to the satisfaction 
of the audience and, presum- 
ably, the characters involved. 


"Guys and Dolls" tried out 


in Philadelphia and then on 
Nov. 24, 1950 opened at the 
Forty-Sixth Street Theater in 
New York. It had a run of 
1,200 performances and was 
revived again five years later. 


Three years after its pre- 


miere in New York "Guys and 
Dolls" opened in London. The 
Britishers enjoyed it but at 
the same time were puzzled 
by the colloquial dialect used 
by Runyon's gamblers. 


In November 1955, Holly- 


wood turned it into a motion 


picture. Nathan Detroit was 
played by Frank 
Sinatra; 


Jean Simmons was cast as 
Sarah Brown, the 
mission 


doll; Marlon Brando under- 
took the part of Sky Master- 
son, the smooth talking gam- 
bler who'd bet on almost 
anything; Vivian Blaine, the 
only star from the original 
cast to retain a principal role, 
played Miss Adelaide. What 
has also been retained in all 
of the above versions is the 
sharp contrast between the 
toughness and the tenderness 
of the Broadway gamblers — 
proof in itself that all of them 
had hearts of gold.

the part of 


Nathan 
Detroit 
and 
Joan 


Smith plays opposite him as 
Adelaide. The other couple 
will be played by Mary Beth 
Hartwig as Sarah Brown and 
John Haugner as Sky Master- 
son.

Mama Too Tight (Archie Shepp, Impulse). 


Tenor saxist Archie Shepp 


has a nearly "Seventh Son" 
attitude toward his calling: "I 
play. . .to make the rains 
come; to abolish wars." His 
great opus here is "A Portrait 
of Robert Thompson (As a 
Young Man)." With "Theme 
for Ernie," by Fred Lacey, 
and "Basheer" (by Shepp), he 
eulogizes "three Black "artists 
who passed away at painfully 
abortive ages." His main pur- 
pose in recording these pieces 
seems to be to make a proud 
racial statement without get- 
ting involved in racism. 


The 18:51 "Portrait" con- 


tains 
strains 
of 
Ellington 


("Prelude to a Kiss), Dixie- 
land ("King Cotton") and a 
march ("Dem Basses"); so it 
is an American rather than a 
solely racial portrait. While it 
starts with a lengthy yakking, 
squeaking, exploratory intro- 
duction, it ends with an off- 
hand, but curiously rousing. 
rendition of the march. 


I do not feel the three white 


musicians at the session felt

St. Paul's Arts and Sciences 
Council increased the capacity 
of its theater from 440 to 660 
seats — stipulated by Zeisler 
as essential to practical bud- 
geting—and posted a $100,000 
guarantee to balance against 
anticipated boxoffice short- 
comings.
